W. Cool, an old huntar an I farmer of 
Wobater Couoly, a fow daya alnoo killed a 
largo black boar which weighed nvrr :«*} 
pouuda. Mr. Cool waa aqulrrel hunting, 
and had nothing with blm but a eo,ulrre|- 
gun i. ml a couple of small aqulrrel dnga. 
Cool had jual ahot a aqulrrel, which fell 
out of a lall tree at hi* feet, when one of 
the doga ruahad Into a clamp of under- 
growth and begau to uurk vlclouely. Tho 
other dog, attracted by the uola •, followed 
the Ural one, and la a moment out 
rnehed a big black bear directly 
toward Cool. Tho brvita waa growl- 
lag and anapp ng violoualy at bor auiall 
autagoulata, who dodged tho blow* and 
bllea, anapplng Itor by tha hind leg. when- 
OTer they found an operlng. CooL who 
had uot yet bean obanrrod by th i bear, 
quickly loadel bla gun and Bred at tho 
bj-ar'B hoad. Tho bullet struck ber. but 
did not seem lo Injure lur very badly, aa 
the bear turned and ruahed totvmrd the 
buutor. Not having time to reload, Cool 
clubbed bla gun, an<l Just as tha bear 
raised lo her bind feat struck her a 
Tlcloua blow on tbo bead. Tho blow 
knocked the lour backward, but she 
quickly regalnel her feet and again came 
at the hunter In deadly rage When Cool 
again struck at the bear she quickly 
warJod off the blow with one of ber fore 
paws and made a sarage blow at him with 
tha other. Tha bear's claws lore through 
the hunter', ahlrt and made llvo long 
gaabea down bla bioaat, 4ba cuta pene- 
trating, aome of tham at least, half an 
Inch. Tho forca of the blow knnrko.1 
Cool off hla feat, flit on bla back, 
and tha bear y ... -I upon him 
and would have tore him into 
rihbona but tor tha llvoly attack of tha 
doga, which aeiaot! the ferocinua brute by 
one of her bind lo„-. and vlrloualy snapi>ed 
their loath int> tl.em. Tha bear whirled 
around and made adaah i t the doga, which 
easPy ovaded bar, rant ing In front and 
behind, anapplng and bitir.g until they had 
decoyed ber auroral yard, distant from 
Cool. Tbe huntar loaded hi. gun as quickly 

aa | i.i. and . I v snood toward the bear, 

which whirled arour.d and again advanced 
npon blm. Juat aa the animal got within 
two or three aprings of him Cool took 
rapid aim and ahot hor botweeu tho 
eyes, killing hor In.Uotly. Aftor killing 
the bear Cool, although badly hurt, went 
Into tho thicket with his doga, and by their 
aid found two plump cub* curled up undor 
a fallen tree. Tbey were about a. large 
as a common house cat. The hunter 
picked them up am! went to hi* home, 
when he put then. Into a small pen. In 
which he propose* to keep thorn until fall, 
whan ho will kill and eat thorn. The 
wounds roceivrd by tho hunter, although 
paluful, ara not serious.

Blown Two Thousand Foot. 



Three Men Killed, but the Bsaaaa of Many 
Othera Miraenloua— Tl.o Hull. ling 
Completely Wrerhnl. 



Wtasixittb, Me ii . Juno 1:— Thii morn- 
ing the boiler in tho plate mill of Use Ba- 
roka Iron and Htcol Worke exploded with 
foarlul-force, wrecking tbo entire building. 
The killed are: Terry McCoy, iiboul alxtv 
your, old, un employe of the mill for Ihir- 
ty-two yenra. He «■■ night w.ilchinan. 
lid leave* a widow and flvo children. 
Patrick Finn, thirty-two years of ago nml 
uninurricd. Oeot go Urcon, thirty-two 
ye . - old, nnd ninrncd. A nuinlx'r were 
aariously Injured. Hnd tho ex- 
plosion o<-currcd half an hour 
later there would hnvo been at lotiat ono 
hundred men ol no U, boaldea mnny wo- 
men and child. cn, who aro ulwaya there 
at that hour with breakfast fur the moo. 
The explosion was turr lie. Tho gr.iti- 
plnto mill, ninety by one hundred foe', 
with a roof sixty fool from the floor, was 
blown to fru.'inont.. It is all but Mi - 
raculous that tho ln*a of life wns not 
greater. A piece of tho boiler weighing 
nearly six ton. wa* blown ncros. Eurokn 
avenue, a distance of two thousand font, 
striking Bfsaaaaa'e brick store nnd poal- 
r fll.-n, tauring out u 1 irgo hole in the TraiL 
The second boiler wna lifted by the explo- 
sion, nluio*t intact, and carried llfly foot. 
On one end of the boiler reeled a great sec- 
tion of the iron rcof. Krom under this and 
behind u ntii.a of splintered wood, twistod 
iron and shattered brick cam-., the most 
pitiful moaning and cries.

New Ouleaxb, June 8.— The prolonged 
trial of the celebrated Pete McCartney 
ceded late yesterday and be is now as- 
sured of conlluement in tbe penitentiary 
for fifteen yeara unlesa he should have the 
good luck of breaking out of prison. 
McCartney came here from Mobile 
several iie.ut b» ago, pretending to be 
a country former of tbe namo of 
Wilaon, looking for land, and, as such, 
succeeded in unloading a number of clever- 
ly ralaed billa. He bad been oporatlng in 
Meridian aud aome of the smaller towna 
in tbe Interior w!tb.succe**, and hi* ralaed 
flfty-do lar billa bail been floated through- 
out tbe South-west. His note* here also 
e.capc.1 attention at Hrat, paascd several 
hankaaud were only discovered by a slight 
error in one of the vignettes. Wilson was 
caught with all tbe paraphernalia of bis 
business on him, but it wai not until some 
tlmo after his arrest that ho was suspect- 
ed of being tbo celebrated Poto McCart- 
ney. Tbo suspicion Indeed wua due to 
bis own mlatake, be being so afraid of be- 
ing arrested Hint ho had hia whlakers aud 
heard shavod. This threw suspiciou on 
him and the detectives, who at first sus- 
pected him of being what he prolended, a 
novlco at the busincas, got photographs of 
all tho leading counterfeiters in tho coun- 
try and soon established bla Identity with 
tbo ceLcbrated McCartney. The identlffca- 
tion on his trial wa. perfect, but ono of 
the jurors liccume dangorously ill and tha 
ciBts bad Anally to lie postponed.

Il came 
up ugaln Thursday, McCartney appearing 
aabls own counael, cxauiiuing and croas- 
exani tiling the witnesaca with considerable 
legal acumen nnd Dually making an argu- 
ment to the jury In bla own bohalf, but It 
did not win. The jury reported guilty, and 
under which ho wns convicted. He will 
bo sentenced to a fine of not more thau 
t-1,000 and imprisonment for notmore than 
filet; years.

Colored Man Lynched. 

Acgusta. Oa., Juuo 8.— Allen Btnrgis, 
colored, about twenty-one years of ago, 
was taken from jail at Thomson, Oa., some- 
time last night and lyncbod. The jail 
door, which Is very strong, waa broken 
open with sledge-hammers, tho locks being 
first broken and then the door battorcd in. 
It was dono by determined men as tho 
eigne of only five licks can bo seen cn the 
outside of tho jail door, tsturgis was 
i:. ken about half a mile from jail, just 
outside of the corporate limits of the town 
and hung to a largo oak on tho aido of tho 
public roud. Allen had servod two terms 
in the penitentiary. His fnmity, relatives 
or friends will havo nothing to do wlih 
bis body. It is tho first lynching over oc- 
curring in McDufflc County.

The tent of Clements A Russell's 
rirc-uson Wheeling Island was almost do- 
niolisbed. At Rarenswood, Jackson Coun- 
ty, hail stones weighing four ounces fell, 
many windows were broken and fruit 
trees badly dumaged. Noar Charlostou 
Ilobert Hhannon was struck by a tree 
which was blowu down aud his neck 
broken. At Btevonsville, opposite Ravens 
wood. Mrs. William Powoll was killed by a 
stroko of lightning while sitting in her 
house. The Ohio river train from hero to 
I'arkersbunr had ovory pane of glasi 
broken bv bail. 

Wki.lsvii.i.k, I?. Y„ May 29.— Twenty 
business blocks wOiP<riiroofcd by a cyclone 
which struck this place at 4 o'clock yester- 
day artoruoon. The Haptist church, a Alio 
brick structure, wa» badly damaged. 
Tho roof was carrtod awny and the 
Interior wrecked. Farts of the roof 
were carried long distances, striking other 
buildings and doing general damage. Win- 
dow* wore broken by the hundreds, sumo 
of them very valuable ono*. Tho storm 
- went violently east, felling trees and do- 
ing general damage. 

Tho church and several buildings wore 
wrecked at Allontown, N. Y., and many 
oil dorricks in tho Alleghany field wore 
blown down. 

TiTisvii.LE, Pa., May 39.— The cyclone 
which struck this city at - :30 p. m. was ac- 
companied by a cloud-burst which deluged 
the city. Whole avenues of trees were 
blown out, smokestacks and chimneys de- 
molished, outhousos and barns lifted into 
tho air and thrown down and smashed to 
atoms.

PiTTsnfKoH, Pa., May 29.— A heavy 
thunder-storm, accompanied by high 
winds and hail, passed over Western Penn- 
sylvania last evening, doing great damago. 
Churches, public buildings and dwellings 
were unroofed, trees uprooted and fences 
and burns blown down. A number of per- 
sons were Injured.

FORESTRY FOR FARMERS. 

An Infill,. nt Estimate of Varieties of 

Trees For Ulfferrat rurposas. 

Tho high plica which blnck walnut 
ltunlier has brought for a few tun 
hits set the unthinking lo planting it 
largely, when in fact it Is one of tho 
punt - si possible trees for general util- 
t.v. and on many adlls Is not a rapid 
grower. The black walnuts now being 
marketed at a price which 
a single log pay for an aero of 
were in the nut stage about the timo 
the Pilgrims lamlad. and aro ni.ttcrlallj 
different in size and quality from the 
spongy grotvth of thirty or even fifty 
yeai-*, and iho farmer who would dab- 
ble in forestry for the benefit of the 
next following generation can scarcely 
do worse than plant the black walnut 
For trw'stualler uses of Iho farm— such 
as handles ami whiflletrees -tlio shell 
bark hickory is excellent It thrives 
In many kinds of soil, and under culti- 
vation will reach a diameter of fivo 
inches, three feet from tho ground, in 
twenty years, front the seed. For 
strength, elasticity and finish second- 
growth hickory excels any other known 
wood. For the larger hardwood repairs 
on tho farm— such as wagon-poles and 
reaches, levers, wagon and slod stakes 
and iloubletroos— tho white ash is tbe 
most dosirable tree a farmer can plant 
It Is rapid in growth anil the worn! is 
tough, elastic and durablo when 
painted. It will sprout from the stump 
after cutting, and thus indefinitely con- 
tinue the plantation, once established. 
It seems to thrive <s<\ ually well In clay 
or gravely loam, and is read ily raised 
from seed. 

For fencing, there is no rapid-grow- 
ing treo so good as tho sweet American 
chestnut, but It docs not seem t<> thrive 
on prairie snils or heavy limcstono 
clays. Its natural home being tbe sandy 
ridges undcrl tid by conglomerate. Tho 
durability of chestnut tinihor either iu 
or out of tho ground is second only to 
red cedar, and I wonder that more 
farmers do not start plantations of this 
valuable wood. On a farm near where 
I live are chestnut rnils still doing duty 
in a fence that were split in 1815; and 
the other day I took out a greenhouse 
post of seco nd-grOWtb chestnut that 
had done service for eighteen years, 
and for an ordinary fence I think it 
would havo lastod ten years longer. 
In localities where the chestnut does no! 
thrive I would plant Iho yellow locust, 
which is so generally well known. Tho 
only olijoctlon Is its liability to Injury 
by the borer, and I have no doubt that 
somo means will be devised lo h< nil oil 
this pest, when there is a gcnetal de- 
mand for such a remedy. For profit 
other than its timber vhIiic I believe it 
•.rill pay to put out sugnr-maplo f,ro\ 
On good soil s, if not plnnted too 
close (say forty trees per acre), 
trees will do lo tap at thirty 
tears from planting, and probably 
for 100 years thereafter. TowM'tt tho 
close of tho decade ending with lHfiO 
there was i|ui(e a boom in street-tree 
planting throughout Northern Ohio, 
and in somo counties premiums wcro 
oOorcd by agri cultural societies for the 
best row of ttventy-tivo innplu trees 
planted by one individual. Many of 
these trees aro now from twelve to 
eighteen inches diameter, and on somo 
farms have been tapped throe or four 
limes. Whon planted most of them 
were about ono and one-half inches 
diameter, and were taken from tho 
woods, tho top being cut off at a suit- 
able height. Had smaller trees from a 
foncerow or nursery, with better roots, 
boon planted, probably nearly all would 
havo lived, instead of less than twuwty- 
tive per cent, and the trees tvotild havo 
been as largo or larger now. Tho 
maple is natural to dairy regions, and 
in such .sections young trocs can gener- 
ally be had for the digging. The plant- 
ing and staking of a fow acres o f pas- 
ture tvnuM cost but little, as it could bo 
done in early spring, and tho pasturing 
value of tho ground would be but 
slightly impaired for nt least two-thirds 
of the time it would take to get tho 
trees to a sugaring-produclng age. 
The most profitable part of many dairy 
farms is tho sugar-bush, tho labor of 
which is mostly performed when noth- 
ing else can be done, nnd it seems to 
mu that it would be wiso to extend thu 
maple orchard for the benefit of another 
generation.— L. B. Pierce, in N. Y. 
Tribuitt. 

PLOWING BY STEAM. 

It Cots a Very Small Figure In Agricul- 
tural Work. 

Tho first steam plow made In Amer- 
ica was patented in 1H83 by E. C. Bol- 
linger, of South Carolina, but it was 
not successful in operation. Thu first 
steam plow that was successfully used 
in the field was patented by Mr. Heath- 
coto, of England, in 1832. This plow 
was used to somo extent but nt a (rial 
in 1837 for a prise that had been offered 
for u successful implement of this kind, 
It was adjudged too cumbersome, and 
dillieult to work. After this other 
steam-plows were patented, of which 
the most successful was that of Mr. 
Fowler, patented in 1851, and again in 
1864. Another successful intention 
was the Howard steam-plow. Thero 
were said to be in 1870 ovor one thou- 
sand steam-plows in use in Great 
Britain, and numbers had been sent to 
the Kast and West Indies, and Egypt, 
and also to South Africa, Australia nird 
Canada. The nppliu ation of slcam to 
plowing was but slowly accomplished 
in this country, owing probably to tlio 
fact that few of our farmers have suffi- 
cient capital to try those inventions. 
The wealthy merchant. A. T. Stewart, 
had a steam engine for plowing ma le 
in England for use on his estate on 
Long Island. An improvement on this 
engine was devised and patented by 
Mr. Hinsdale, an American, and has 
been since used successfully, not only 
for plows, but for threshing-machines, 
mills and pumps. Two of tho largest 
engines ever used for plowing wcro 
made about 1870 by Fowler & Co., ol 
England, for Mr. Effingham, tho owner 
of a large plantation about fifty miles 
south of Nev> Oiteans. Of late years 
this intention has been steadily gain- 
ing ground. Improvements of much 
value have been made, and yet taking 
the country as a whole the use of steam 
in plowing cut* a very small iigiitn 
in agricultural work. — Chicago Inljr 
Octan.

.• , beginning with boiled egg and 
breadcrumbs, changing this diet in a 
(cwiltys to oatmeal, tine cracked corn, 
lino cracked whoat afterwards substi- 
tuting whole grain. 

— Tlio farmer who says his business 
'Moos not pay," in most rases proclaims 
his own incapacity, for there is tie - plain 
fact that agriculture roturu* larger 
profit* in this country than in any other 
land, no matter whether prices bo high 
ca- low. 

— Creamed Codfish: Boil ono pint of 
milk, thicken it with one tablespoon 
of butter aud one tablos|K>onfiil ol 
Hour; mix together in a bowl set on top 
of tho boiling tea-kottle, stirring occa- 
sionally a* tho butter melts, until thsy 
nre smoothly Mended ; season with pep- 
per and add a heaping cup ol shrceldcd 
riHlfish. Serve hot ^e#* 

—Tho restorative Influcnco ol plow- 
ing in clover on run-down land is not 
wholly due to the plant food it fur- 
nishes to tho soil, which produces in- 
creased growth of crops, but is largely 
duo to the mechanical effect iu mel- 
lowing and fining a soil that by long 
cultivation ha* become compacted and 
lifeless. — Country OiHllemitn. 

—In transplanting cabbage, tomato, 
pepper, or other plants, have the soil 
well prepared: take a shallow pan. 
partially filled with water and good 
rich soil, stirring until the consistency 
of cream; take up tho plants carefully 
aud dip the roots so that as mnch soil 
as p. .s-ililo ivill adhere to them. Iu set 
ting out see that the earth is pnekod 
firmly around tho roots,— Home, farm 
ami f'artort/. 

—Bread Balls for Soup: Cut tho 
crumb of a stale loaf into sniaU pieces, 
put them in a basin and pour over them 
enough hot water Ui moisten, without 
making them too wet let them cool 
chop an onion, lay it in the frying pan 
with a largo lump of dripping and 
some chopped parsley, and fry a light 
brown; mix it with tho broad, and 
when ciml add two woll-heateu eggs, 
salt, pepper and sufficient flour to bind 
make the mixture into small balls and 
drop them into tlio boiling soup iiImiuI 
fifteen minutes before serving. 

— Potato Turnovers: Mash some dry 
mealy potatoes while they are warm 
add a piece of btitlor, and mix with 
tliein two or throe boateu eggs, i 
{Cording to tho quantity of potato. 
Dreelge a paste board, spread on it the 
potatoes.a good half-inch thick. When 
cool, cut out in squares or round cakes 
five inches across. Put on each a large 
tablcspoonful of any remnants of meat 
or poultry miucod line. Turn over 
half of tho cake to cover it, coat th 
ovor with egg and bread-crumbs, and 
bake a dolicate brown in a moelcrntu 
oven. 

VALUE OF* DRAINAGE. 

Why It Pays lo Dralu Dry Land Under All 
Clreumatanees. 

The past two years of drought nnd 
the pretense of some iimtiso writers 
that tho drought was caused by th 
tile drainage, has greatly demoralized 
the business. It will take some time to 
recover. But it will again resume its 
plaon in good farm improvements. It 
is a benefit to tho farm in any kind of 
a season, too wot, too dry, or medium. 
It prepares tlio soil to stand liAtter the 
extremes of the soasons. Plants mostly 
get their moisturo fjom tho ground, 
nnd it Is hotter brought up by capillnry 
attraction whon tho soil is rendcrod 
loose and porous by underground tile 
drainage And iinderdrains nre ton 
times hotter than open ditches to tako 
the surplus water off. When the water 
passes through the soil to the drain 
there is no loss of fertilizing mnterial 
by washing, anil Hie ground will bo 
found ready for tillage in a few hours 
after the heaviest rains. In case of 
tile drainage the so'l will catch up and 
retain for plant food all that the fall of 
snow or rain always brings to the 
earth. The ti In drain three feet deep 
and twenty feet apart, with a fall of 
two inchosto tho one hundred feet, will 
work wonders In nearly all classes of 
land. This is not nocossarily confined to 
land too wet for cultivation. It pays to 
drain dry land, so that the wator will 
pass throtijch and enrich tho soil in- 
stead of taking off by surface water tho 
fertilizing gases brought down by rain 
from the atmosphere, as well as tho 
artificial fertilizers applied by the 
provident farmer. Lot no variety of 
reasons stop the grand work of drain- 
age, and never listen to the foolish 
man who charges drought to such work.

This should be cracked corn 
or wheat; the whent is much the bolter, 
but only enough ol all should be given, 
a* they will eat up oJvau each time.—

New Egg-Preserving Process. 

"A now process ol preserving eggs 
has been discovorod." said a grocer to 
a reporter, "and it Is going to havo an 
important effect on tho trade." The 
speaker then opened an egg that 
looked fresh without nnd within, and 
explained that it had been laid months 
before and subjected to the new treat- 
ment Invented by a resident of Co]iotr> 
hagon. The process consist* in sub- 
jecting the eggs to a carbonic acid 
bath. Tln-y are kept in a hermetically- 
-.-tiled tank that is filled with carbonic 
acid, nnd not taken out until they aro 
to be placed On the market The eggs 
subjected to this treatment show a 
sharply-elcfined yelk and an unehnnged 
white. Eggs preserved by a coating 
of limo do not maintain this condition. 
Carbonic arid tanks can be made espe- 
cially for shipment and eggs thus pre- 
served oan be sent on long voyages.—
